A MAZE tie FIGURES. 
Chief Points In the A nnual R eport of the 
United States T reasurer. 
W ashington, November 22d. — The 
Treasurer of the United States, Hon. James 
W . Hyatt, has submitted to Secretary Fair­ 
child his annual report of the operations 
of the Treasury Department. Tbe net rev­ 
enues of tbe Government for the fiscal 
year, ending June 30, 1888, were $379,266.­ 
074, and the net expenditures $267,924,801, 
the surplus receipts available for the reduc­ 
tion of the public debt being $111,341,273 
an increase of $7,870,176 over the year be­ 
fore. As compared with 1887, the revenues 
were $7,862,797 greater, and the expendi­ 
tures $7,378 less. The Treasury balance 
was increased during tbe year from $69,­ 
224 379 to $129,804,242, aud tbe total assets, 
including certificates of deposit in cash,’ 
from $622,304,284 to $764,729.535. The net 
change of $601,579,863 in tbe balance was 
produced by an increase of $37.526.468 in 
the assets and a decrease of $23,053 394 in 
tbe liabilities. Tbe silver balance fell off 
more than $27,000,000. 
The principal increase of assets was in 
U. 8. notes and deposits in the national 
banks. There was a net decrease of $74,­ 
788,920 during tbe fiscal year in the princi­ 
pal of the interest-bearing debt. The lotal 
purchases of bond9 for the sinking fund, 
out of the surplus revenues, were $51,464,­ 
300. tbe net premium made, exclusive of 
accrued interest, being $8,270,842. The 
gold and silver coin and bullion in the 
country, and all kinds of notes and certifi­ 
cates outstanding June 30. 1887, amounted 
to $1,925.259,882, and on June 30, 1888, to 
$2.093,562,072. The stock of gold and silver 
increased from $1,007,513,901 to $1,092,391,­ 
690, mostly in gold. 
The increase in the volume of paper cir­ 
culation was $83 424.400, resulting from an 
increase of $110,319,955 in the amount of 
certificates, and a falling off of $26,895,554 
in the total of notes and fractional cur­ 
rency. 
Some attention has been given to the 
question of the probable less or destruction 
of paper currency, but without any very 
definite result. A table is given showing 
the course of redemptions of the first issue 
of legal tender notes until the notes are 
called in by tbe Government or some other 
cause brings them to the Treasury. The 
loss from destruction must be more or less 
a matter of conjecture. The most carelul 
estimates from data at hand places it at 
one per cent., or less, according to their de­ 
nomination. 
Certificates 
of 
deposits 
amounting to $24,110.000 were issued for 
United States notes, and $18,465,000 were 
redeemed, leaving $14,665,000 outstanding. 
The Treasurer attributes the decrease of 
the use of these certificates since 1886 to a 
change in the manner of redeeming them, 
the holder now receiving the same notes 
that were deposited, instead of new notes, 
as formerly. The volume of gold certih- 
rates outstanding increased $20,536 333, 
reaching $142,023.150, the higher t puiut yet 
noted at the end of any fiscal vear. 
Taking into account the decrease in the 
Treasury, the total increase in circulation 
was $29,901,143. 
Tbe coinage of silver 
dollars during the year amounted to $32,­ 
484.673, making a total coinage of $299,­ 
424.790. The increase of the net distribu­ 
tion was only $39,156, owing to the scarcity 
of $1 aud $2 notes and the dtm and for the 
movement of crops. Nearly $9,000,000 were 
drawn into circulation between May and 
November, 1887, but when notes were again 
to be bad the dollars came back to the 
Treasury as fast es they had gone. Tbe 
Treasurer is of tbe opinion that the people 
have all these coins tuey want, or willing to 
take, and recommends that if purcbasts of 
silver are to continue the bullion will lie 
put into the form of heavy bars or ingots, 
arguing that the present supply of dollars 
will be sufficient for any demand there is 
likely to be for them, and that any in­ 
crease of certificate circulation could be 
based with perfect safety on the uncoined 
metal. 
The new silver vault in the Treasury 
building, having a capacity of $100,000.000 
and said to be the largest treasury vault in 
the world, is being filled at the rate of halt 
a million a day. It will hold the total 
coinage of three' years, but at the end of 
that period still further storage room will 
probably have lo be provided, unless coin­ 
age is suspended. 
The amount of fractional silver coin in 
the Treasury has not changed much since 
tbe first accumulation after the resumption 
of specie payments. The Treasurer states 
that the gold in the Treasury is in good 
condition, with the exception of a small 
portion. Many of the silver half-dollars 
are much worn, some being quite smooth, 
and it has been impossible to recoin these 
because the loss would have been too 
great in proportion to the new coinage, 
mostly dimes, which it was necessary to 
produce. The decrease in tbe amount of 
reductions, on account of mutilations, from 
the face valueof currency redeemed, adding 
the number of counterfeit notes and coins 
rejected, shows a gratifying improvement 
in the condition of the circulation in this 
respect. At the close of the vear the 
Treasurer held $178,312.650 in United 3tates 
bonds to secure the National Bank circula- 
tion.and $56,128,000 to secure public moneys 
held in the depository banks. There was’ a 
decrease during the year of $13,654,050 iu 
the amount of the former, and a decrease of 
$29,642,500 in the amount of the latter. 
There was $58,712,511 of public monev held 
by the banks, an increase of $35,395,633. 
The semi-anoual duty collected from the 
National Banks amounted to $1.616.127, 
making an aggregate of $136,233.803 since 
1863. The net proceeds on National Bank 
notes redeemed during the year was $98,­ 
246,723. The redemptions were $11,000,000 
greater than those of the preceding vear. in 
the face of a reduction of $56 500,000 in two 
years in the amount outstanding, and 
greater in proportion to the circulation 
than those of anv year, save two, siDce 
1879. 
CABINET GOSSIP. 
Blaine P refers the Senatnrghlp — Sher­ 
m an, M iller and P latt. 
W ashington, November 22d.—The busi­ 
ness of Cabinet-making proceeds at the 
same merry gait here as on the dav which 
followed the positive news of Ha’rrison's 
election. There are a few kernels of corn 
among the husks that are being scattered 
in every direction to befog and color the 
real facts of the case. During the cam­ 
paign it was positively asserted that in the 
event of Harrison's election James G. 
Blaine would be Secreiary of State. In­ 
formation from authentic sources received 
by yonr correspondent indicates now that 
Mr. Blaine will not be a member of Presi­ 
dent Harrisop's Cabinet. 
During Mr. Blaine’s trip in ihe West in 
October be informed several of his personal 
friends in Ohio that he could not be’a mem­ 
ber of General Harrison’s Cabinet, should 
the Indianian defeat Cleveland. His princi­ 
pal reason for making this statement Was 
that, having been the defeated candidate of 
the Republican party in 1884, it would be 
unseemly on his part to accept a place in 
the Cabinet of the victorions nominee in 
1888. He also spoke of being physically 
unable to assume tbe duties of managing 
the foreign relations of tbe Government. 
_ Among Blaine’s misfortunea in public 
life has been the unwillingness of his 
friends and admirers to concede that his 
ambition is without bounds. Mr. Blaine 
has one ambition, and that is to return to 
public life as a United States Senator, aud 
the promotion of 6enator Frye to a Cabinet 
position, which would open the door to the 
election of BlaiDe as a Senator front Maine. 
Senator John Sherman, of Ohio, seems 
now the most likely to be made Secretary 
of State. He has achieved all the distinc­ 
tion possible for him to gain in the Senate. 
Should he fill his present position for an­ 
other quarter of a century he could not 
gain higher political honors than he now 
enjoys. His term as Senator will expire in 
1893, when Harrison will quit the W aite 
House, unless he is re-elected. As Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury undW Hayes. Sher­ 
man, by his refunding operations gained a 
reputation as a financier that no ad minis- 


tratior of the finances o f ihe Republic evj? 
before enjoyed. As Secretary of State h r 
could gain celebrity abroad that would 
round out the full mea3ureof bis ambition. 
Should he survive his term of four years, 
and a Democrat succeed Harrison in the 
W hite House, Sherntan could easily defeat 
any rival for the Senatorship from Ohio. 
Talk about T. C. Platt being chosen Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury under the new Ad­ 
ministration, in preference to Warner 
Miller of New V ork, is not accepted here as 
well-founded. Miller and Harrison are 
warm personal friends. Miller's threat to 
carry a majority of tha New York delega­ 
tion at the last Natieoai Convention for 
Sherman was made because he thought 
Platt intended to shove his followers into 
line for Blaine. Miller said that the entire 
delegation would vote for Harrison's nom­ 
ination if he would bring his follower» into 
line. Miller bates Blaine, and in the Con­ 
vention at Chicago be, controlling 41 pf the 
72 delegates of New York, notified Platt 
that if an attempt was made to divide the 
delegation and give the minority to Blaine, 
Sherman would be nominated on the next 
ballot. The result was that Harrison re­ 
ceived New York's vote. 
Mr. Platt is 
President of the United Stales Express 
Company, which has contracts with the 
Treasury for the shipment of U. S. coin 
and bullion. Section 243 of the Revised 
Statutes provides that no perbon shall be 
appointed Secretary of the Treasury who is 
interested in trade or commerce, or who 
takes or applies to his own use any emolu­ 
ment or gain for negotiating or transacting 
any business in the Treasury Department 
other than what shall be allowed by law. 
Unless Mr. Platt should resign his pres­ 
ent position and dispose of his stock in the 
Express Company, it would seem that he 
is disqualified from filling the position of 
Secretary of the Treasury. 


AGAINST FRAUD. 


THE R ALL-DRIVERS. 
Conclusion of the Business of the Base­ 
ball Convention in New York. 
New Y o r k , November 223.—At to-day’s 
session of the Baseball Convention the 
Committee on Revision of Rules submitted 
a report which was adopted. Among the 
amendments was one relating to the salary 
limit. It reads: 
The compensation for all League play­ 
ers, for services as League players, shall be 
regulated and determined by the classifica­ 
tion or grade to which such players may be 
assigned by the Secretary of the League, 
after the termination of the championship 
season, as follows: Class A, compensation 
$2,500; B, $2,250; C, $2,000; D, $1,750: E, 
maximum compensation. Batting, field­ 
ing, base-running, battery-work, earnest 
team-work, and exemplary conduct on and 
off the field will be the basis for classifica­ 
tion.The committee also reported rules for the 
government of the League and American 
Association next season, which were 
amended and adoptpd. It also decided to 
retain the error column in the scores. 
The constitution is amended so that any 
club failing to play scheduled games may 
be fined $300. Several minor details were 
settled, and after fixing the spring meeting 
to be held in Washington, and the next 
annual meeting in New York, the Conven­ 
tion adjourned. 
THE PLAYING RULES. 
The principal changes to the playing 
rules are: Relative to substitutes, tbe rule 
requires that “ one player, whose name 
shall be printed on the score card as an 
extra player, may be substituted at the end 
of any completed inning by either club, but 
the player retired shall not hereafter par­ 
ticipate in the game.” 
The only change in the definition of 
dead-ball ” is that the umpire must bfe 
standing on the foul ground if the ball 
strikes any part of his person or clothing. 
A “ foul tip ” is defined as follows : "A 
foul hit. not rising above the batsman’s 
head, and canght by the catcher, playing 
within ten feet of the home-base, shall be 
termed a foul tip.” 
The new rule entitling the batter to a 
base is as follows : “ If, upon a fair hit, tbe 
ball strikes the person or clothing of the 
umpire on fair ground.” 
Pertaining to bases: An amendment 
permits the runner to return to his base 
after tbe umpire has declared a foul, with­ 
out any regard to touching the base». Tbe 
runner shall return to his base if the per­ 
son or clothing of the umpire is struck oy 
a ball thrown by the catcher to intercept 
the base-runner. 
In defining the powers of the umpire to 
impose fines of not less than $5 nor more 
than $25. for abusive, threatening or im­ 
proper language to tbe umpire, an amend­ 
ment was made as follows : “A repetition 
of the offense shall subject such player to 
removal from tbe game and tbe immediate 
substitution of anotbei player then in uni­ 
form.” 
An additional base-hit is provided“when 
tbe batted ball hits the person or clothing of 
the umpire standing on fair ground.” It 
is provided that in the fourth column of 
the tabulated score “stall be placed the 
sacrifice hits, which shall be credited to 
the player who shall advance a runner to a 
base on a hit other than a base-hit.” 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
Pow derly'a Re-Election C ertain—Consid­ 
erable Business Done.

The Republicans to Contest the Electoral 
Vote of Virginia. 
W ashington, November 22d.—As a re­ 
sult of the conference between General 
Mahone and Senator Quay, recently held 
in this city, it is announced that proceed­ 
ings will be begun in tbe Virginia State 
Court9 and tbe United States District Court 
of Virginia, attacking tbe right of the Dem­ 
ocratic Electors of that State to cast their 
votes for President in the Electoral College. 
Certificates of election will not be issued 
until after the meeting of the State Board 
of Canvassers in Richmond next Monday, 
and tbe contemplated proceedings will be 
then immediately instituted. 
THE BASIS OF THE CONTEST. 
W ashington, November 22d.—As a basis 
for the report already telegraphed- of a 
contest over the Electoral vote of Virginia, 
it is said that when Senator (¿nay was con­ 
vinced. through statements of General Ma­ 
hone, that the Republicans had carried the 
State on an honest count ot the ballots, he 
cautiously sent Colonel Par.-ons, of Natural 
Bridge, Va., to make a personal inspection 
of the charges and report to the headquar­ 
ters in New York. On receiving Parsons’ 
report, confirmatory of Mahone’s state­ 
ments, Quay came this city. Here he was 
met by Mahone, and a conference ensued, 
with Generals Butler and Henderson as 
legal advisers. 
It was feared by Quay at this time that 
the Democrats would attempt to organize 
the House through the unlawful issuance 
of certificates of election to defeated Demo­ 
cratic candidates in Virginia and other 
Southern States. At this first meeting the 
pressing question was, therefore, how to 
restrain, by Federal or State authority, the 
Canvassing Boards from the action appre­ 
hended by the Republicans. It was finally 
doubted, however, whether any restraining 
order of the Courts would sufficiently re­ 
strain any ostensible majority of certified 
members from organizing under the pre­ 
vailing rules of that bodv. The Republi­ 
can majority began to loom up also, and 
finally the Congressional part of the con­ 
templated proceedings was given up. and 
•in its stead an arraignment of the Presi­ 
dential Electors agreed upon. 
‘ 
Quay, in one of his earliest dispatches 
from New York, used words to Mahone 
about as follows : “ Give us your exact sit­ 
uation in Virginia. We don’t need your 
vote, but want the facts of your election.” 
They do not ignore, however, the impor­ 
tance to the Republican party of develop­ 
ing and provingelection fraudsat thcSouth, 
and if they failed in tbeir present efforts 
looking to the Courts, will arouse Congress, 
they say, to the necessity of enacting suita­ 
ble laws for the protection of tbe ballot.

II w as further recommended 
that more business- like methods should be 
established. They made no suggestion of 
any crookedness, Htja'ing all the accounts 
perfectly correct, aud .the report states that 
the reductions already .decided upon by the 
consolidation and reuaction of officers 
would foot up $15,699. The salaries will 
remain the same as heretofore. 
Power is given to the General Secretary 
and Treasurer to throw tmt excessive items 
from expenditures. By a vote of 88' to 57 
it was decided to continue the salary of 
$5,000 to tbe General Mtater Workman, 
and tbe Secretary and Treasurer will be 
paid $2,000. Members of She Executive 
Board will receive $4 a day and expenses. 
Tbe report of the committee was adopt­ 
ed, and these matters as to salary came up 
immediately afterwards.

THE REICHSTAG. 
Eropjiror W illiam Personally Opens the 
G erm an Parliam ent. 
B e ex.in , November 23d.—The German 
lieichatag assembled to-day. 
Emperor 
W illiam opened the session. In a speech 
he said that tbe tour he recently made con­ 
vinced him that the desire for imEerial 
uni 17 in i deeply rooted in tbe people'. He 
[emphasized the pacific character 'of Ger­ 
many's foreign relations abraad, which had 
,'been taken with a view to effecting an nn- 
; derstundirjj in tbe interest of peace, ranged 
universal confidence in the mirintenanee of 
peace. The Emperor made noTefereaee to 
any military bills or secrets, and touched 
bet briedy urwn East African a/airs. 
Concerning tbs yian qf Gov.-rameni in­ 
surance for working classes, he said : “ As 
a precióte legasy of my grandfather; I take 
up tbe task of social political leg'chmon. £ 
do not inclulge-in the hope of thra banish­ 
ing from the would tbe distress and misery 
of rs ickind, but 1 consider it the duty of' 
the governing powers to take mer.sores to- 
alleviate the same and by organic institu­ 
tions cause the love of one’s neighbor to be 
recognized as a duty*of the State as well as- 
of tbjTsubliccom m unity.'’ 
The Emperor v/ao frequently inter­ 
rupted" by warm applause while ho was- 
reading-his sptech. The passages referring 
to the peaceful situation, and the improve­ 
ment in trade and social relations were es­ 
pecially applauded. 
Upon the conclusion of tbe speech H err 
Von Boaibcher, as the representative of 
the Chancellor, declared the Reichstag 
opened. 
When Bm perar William entered the- 
chamber he was received with cheers, led 
by Herr Von Buhl, Vice-President of the 
Reichstag. As he retired he was tendered^ 
an ovation, led by Couot Von Lerchenfeld 
Obering, the Bavarian Plenipotentiary. 
Daring the opening ceremony the imperial 
balcony was occupied'by the Empress, the - 
Duke and Duchess of Aosta, and the Prin­ 
cess Albrecht and her sons. When the 
Reichstag had settled down to business, the 
budget was presented, the main features of 
which have already been telegraphed. ' 


O H t T H E TRACK. 
The P arnell Inquiry Losing Sight of the 
•‘Tim es’’ L etter Charges. 
London. November 22d.—The examina­ 
tion of witnesses from County Kerry was 
continued at the session of the Parnell 
Commission to-day. 
Leonard, agent for 
the Earl of Kenmare, said the League was 
as active as ever. He thoroughly disagreed 
with the statement of Balfour, that the 
League was a thing of the past. Formerly 
a writ could be executed by the Sheriff with 
the aid of four policemen, but now four 
hundred soldiers were required. Since 
1850 the Earl of Kenmare had expended 
£17,300 in the improvement of his estate. 
His bill for labor now amounted to £300 
weekly. Only such rents were taken froth 
poor tenants as they could afford to give. 
Witness did not seek to collect rents trom 
persons “blue with hunger,” and the law 
was never inforced against tenants of that 
class.

As the total vote of the State is ascer­ 
tained it develops th at Sacramento Re­ 
publicans have s[>ecial reasons to tie g rati­ 
fied at the part this, one of the banner 
Republican counties, had in giving the 
Stale vote to H arrison and Alorton. 
For 
exam ination of the results of the election 
proves that Sacramento comity made a 
better Republican shewing than the Slate 
of California. 
T hat is to say, had Cali­ 
fornia stood up in her Republican strength 
as stiffly as Sacramento, G eneral H arri­ 
s'in’s majority over Mr. Cleveland would 
have iieen a great deal larger. 
The election year in 1881 was phenom­ 
enal as concerned the Republican vote.

figures by the ordinary rules of propor­ 
tion, and they will find th at the relation 
o f 9,054, the H arrison m ajority, to 13,181, 
th e B laine m ajority over Cleveland, calls 
upon Sacramento county to show a m ajority 
for H arrison over Cleveland of but 1,169 
instead of 1,318. 
So then, we repeat, had 
th e rest of the State given Republican ma­ 
jorities as Sacramento’s proportionally to 
Ihe State total over Mr. Cleveland, H arri- 
•son and Morton would have had a consider­ 
ably larger total in C alifornia over Cleve­ 
land and T hurm an. 


T he exam ination of political statistics is 
a subject not without interest, and suggests 
some comparisons of local importance. 
F or instance, early in th e count of the 
vote the 
R e c o r d - D n io n said it w as of 
value in political calculation to know that 
in the modern political history of the State, 
xmtside of three named counties, the re­ 
m ainder about oflset each other politically, 
leaving Republican Sacramento, Alameda 
and Los Angeles to “ stand off” Demo­ 
cratic San Francisco. 
H arrison has 9,054 
more votes than Cleveland in this S ta te ; 
th e three Republican counties gave him 
8,166 and San Diego, now entitled to be on 
th e roll of honor, adds 1,479, swelling the 
sum of the majorities of the four counties 
to 9,645. 


Again, Blaine led Cleveland in 1884 
13,181 votes, while in 1888 H arrison leads 
iiirn 9,054. 
Sacramento county in 1884 
gave a Republican m ajority of 1,459, and 
a plurality for Blaine of 1,703. 
But, as 
already shown, Sacramento did not follow 
th e State in 1888, which shows a decline 
-of 4,127 from the Blaine vote. 
On the 
contrary, Sacramento cast w ithin 317 as 
m any votes in a Republican majority over 
all as in 1884. 


In 1S30 the State went Democratic, for 
•General Hancock. 
Between 1880 and 1888 
th e Democratic vote in Sacram entocountyi 
w ith the growth of population, increased 
631, hut the Republican vote in that time 
increased 962, or 60 j>er cent, of the total 
increase, which was 1,625. 
T he Republi­ 
can gain shown by the vote for Congress­ 
m en is greater, the Democrats in eight 
years gaining 544, and the Republicans 
1,073. 


The Congressional Republican vote in 
Sacram ento county stands to her high 
credit, also. 
T he Republican candidate in 
1880 had 831 majority over his Demo- 
'Cratic opponent, w ith4hree candidates iu 
the field, 
In 1882 the m ajority fell off to 
454, with four candidates contesting—it 
\v:is the year of the Democratic tidal 
wave, when the Republican candidates in 
every district in the State were defeated, 
and a solid Democratic delegation went to 
"Washington. 
But in 1884 the Republican 
party in Sacramento county gave its Con- 
grersion candidate 1,457 m ajority, and in 
JSS6 1,459 majority, and in 1888 1,480 
m ajority. 
All which political statistics 
are of Republican interest, and place Sac­ 
ram ento county in the forefront of the 
party in the State, and still augm enting 
h e r majorities. 


TESTIMONY FROM ABROAD.

The child’s 
first lessons are at his m other’s knee. 
She 
understands child nature; is conversant 
w ith the avenues to the child’s mind and 
heart. 
W hat men who are not profes­ 
sio n al 
teachers 
know 
about 
educa­ 
tio n 
is, 
for 
the 
most 
part, 
from 
tli6c-ry, 
tradition, 
authority—not 
from 
ex[>erience. 
D uring a large jmri of my 
life I have been on school boards, and am 
.now Lu my eighth or ninth year of contin­ 
u o u s service iu the city of my present resi­ 
dence. 
Parents come to me very fre­ 
qu en tly on school business, but ten m oth­ 
ers come to one father. 
There are in our 
schools more girls than l*oys. 
The man­ 
agem ent of girls therefore c o n stitu ís a pre­ 
ponderant portion of the school work 
A 
¡stronger reason why women should In­ 
directly and influentially concerned in 
Ih e managem ent of schools, is ‘-hat so 


large a proportion of teachers are women 
—at least six times as many as men. 
The 
delicate m atters of school regime can lie 
discussed witjj women School Directors. 
School should be regarded, not as a separ­ 
ate institution from the home worthy of 
the name, but as the extension and com­ 
plem ent of the home. 
W e must look to 
woman to make our schools more home­ 
like.” 
These reasons are unanswerable iu our 
opinion. 
They are not all, however, th at 
may be advanced. 
One (juite nH strong is 
the non-liability of women Directors to fall 
into the toils of polities, and to have in­ 
terests th at may be 
put under 
men­

The statuary in the m ansion is also al­ 
most forgotten.

A study of a Bacchante, which 
m ust have cost a fabulous sum, attracts tbe 
eye ever. An ancient-looking figure, all 
seams and scars, also attracts attention. It 
is inscribed: 
"T h is is a reproduction in 
marble of a terra cotta stat'e.ette excavated 
at Tanagoi (Asia Minor), aud is au exam ­ 
ple of the nest period of Greek art which 
flourished about 400 B. C." 
But there is no room here to describe the 
newlv revealed beauties of the mausion on 
the hill. Tbe reception lasted until the 
evening shadows fell and the street lamps 
showed tbe way.

T h e F o ls o m C o n tin g e n t. 
Judge A rm strong yesterday sentenced 
three m ere men to the Folsom State Prison. 
T he firs: was Robeit Reynolds, who pleaded 
guilty to burglarizing the residence of the 
Rev. A. C. H errick. H e stated that W m. 
Lewis was an accomplice in ihe burglary. 
In bis firs; statement to Chief Lee iieclaimed 
that he did tbe job alone, but subsequently 
Lewis, who was under arrest, admitted that 
be bad a baud in it. He was sentenced to 
six years' imprisonm ent. 
H arry Brown, a boy seventeen years of 
age, who assisted in robbing John Mcln- 
erney on Front street, pleaded guil’y. and 
whs sentenced to eight years' imprison­ 
m ent. 
H e persisted in saying that be did 
not know who tbe man was who assisted 
him in com m itting the robbery. 
W m. Watson also pleaded guilty to burg­ 
lary in entering a railroad car, and was sen­ 
tenced to three years in Folsom. 


Y esterd ay 's R a in fall. 
The total rainfall yesterday, according to 
the Signal Service report, waa .32 of an 
inch, m aking for this m onth 4.24 inches, 
and for the season 4.79 inches, as against 
.52 of an inch to a corresponding date last 
year. 
" The average tem perature yesterday was 
52°, being Io warmer than the norm al for 
that day. 
The highest and lowest tem per­ 
ature was 55° anil 49°, with gentle to fresh 
aud brisk southerly winds and light rains 
during the day, and gentle northerly winds 
at nigbt.

GENERAL WINN. 


T he M onum ent E rected by th e N ative 
Sons of Sacram ento. 
Frederick Flohr, the sculptor, is now in 
tbe city engaged in patting ap the m onu­ 
m ent which is being erected to the memory 
of General W inn by the Native Sons of the 
Golden W est, and which is to be unveiled 
with great ceremony at 2 o’clock p. m. on 
Thanksgiving Day. 
General A. M. W inn, who first conceived 
the idea of banding young Californians to­ 
gether in one solid phalanx for m utual aid 
and benefit, and to whose unwearied exer­ 
tions on their behalf the sons of the Golden 
State profess an eternal indebtedness, hav­ 
ing passed away, a wide-spread feeliDg was 
m anifested at the time of his death by the 
various parlors throughout the State that 
some expression of their appreciation of 
General W inn, as the founder of their or­ 
der, wonld not only be appropriate, but a 
very proper token of esteem for one who 
had done so much for them . After con­ 
sultation it was determined that the most 
fitting form that their tribute of grateful 
remembrance could take would be the erec­ 
tion of a m onum ent in the Pioneer plat of 
th e. City Cemetery in this city, where the 
body of General W inn lies buried. A com­ 
m ittee of gentlemen, comprising C. M. Bel- 
shaw, C. L. Weller, J. A. Steinbach, C. W. 
Decker and E. Younger was appointed as a 
W inn M onum ent Committee, and artists 
were invited to subm it designs. The con­ 
tract was awarded to Frederick Flohr, an 
artist who has attained considerable reputa­ 
tion in m onum ental work, and who for 
several years was a resident of this city. He 
commenced to work in the clay in June, in 
August his models were completed and 
sent to the founder, and the result was 
shown at the pavilion during the State 
Fair. 
The shaft and main body of the m onu­ 
m ent is of specially selected California 
granite, the sculptured work 
being of 
bronze. 
It will be twenty-eight feet in 
hight and seven feet at the base. A t the 
front base of the column the emblematic 
bear keeps watchful guard in front of a 
bronze medallion of the setting yin. On 
the right part of the shaft a bronze m edal­ 
lion with the distinctive badge—the clasped 
hands—of the Order is represented, and a 
corresponding medallion on the left side 
shows the m ining tools, early symbols of 
California's prosperity. 
One other me­ 
dallion represents the grand seal of Cali­ 
fornia. and on the front of the shaft a bust 
of General W inn looks down over the 
“grizzly" which in the early days the Na­ 
tive Sons f f the Golden W est adopted as 
their chosen emblem. The likeness has 
been pronounced by those who were ac­ 
quainted with General W inn, to be an ex­ 
cellent one, and great satisfaction is felt at 
the artist having so cleverly caught the ex­ 
pression and pose of his subject. 
The inscription carved on the base of 
the column reads as follows:

GENERAL A. M. WINN, 
t 
: 
B om ----- 
: 
D ied

: 
The founder of the Order of the Native • 
: Sons of the Golden West, who have erected • 
j this monument to his memory. 


It is a rather curious fact that the founder 
of the Order should only have been a 
member of it by virtne of a special provi­ 
sion of the constitution. 
He being a na­ 
tive of Virginia, and not of this State, he 
was not eligible for membership under the 
constitution adopted, consequently extraor­ 
dinary measures had to be taken to adm it 
the m an who above all others had called 
the Order into existence. The idea first 
came to him in 1869, while officiating as 
Grand Marshal on the Fourth of July. An 
organized band of native sons m arched in 
procession that day, but being too young 
failed to appreciate the advantages of per- 
m aneutly organizing. 
In June. 1875, how ­ 
ever, a meeting was called, to which there 
was a hearty response, and from that date 
onward General W inn was the active and 
moving spirit of the infant organization. 
In tim e of trial and difficulty he stood as a 
bulwark of streneth, and at all tim es and 
seasons nntil he was called away he was 
the true and devoted friend of the “ Native 
Sons.” 
To the Sons of California General W inn 
will always be remembered as the friend 
and founder of the Native Sons of the 
Golden West, but to the nation at large he 
is known for m any other reasons. Hjs 
history is merged in that of the country, 
and the mere mention of his nam e brings 
his public aud private benevolence back 
fresh to the memory of many citizens. He 
was a m em ber of the City Council and 
Mayor of Sacramento in 1849, President of 
the first Odd Fellows’ Association at Sac­ 
ramento, President of the first State Land 
Commissioners, General of Brigade for 
seven years. President of the Mechanics’ 
State Council for eight years, and in addi­ 
tion held num erous other positions of re­ 
sponsibility and honor. 
The m onum ent now being erected will 
serve to keep green the memory of one 
who did m uch for California, whose sons 
thus fittingly m ark their appreciation. The 
expenses incident to its erection are being 
defrayed by the voluntary subscriptions of 
the Native Sons throughout the State. 
Tbe arrangem ents for the ceremonies to 
take place on Thanksgiving Day are not 
yet complete, bnt it is understood tnat 
large delegations of Native Sons from all 
parts of the State will be present and take 
part in the exercises.

POLICE COURT DOINGS. 


NEARLT ALL RECOVERED. 


T he L ast of th e H e rric k B u rg lars T urns 
Up th e P ro p e rty . 
Yesterday afternoon W illiam Sm ith, the 
man arrested w ith Reynolds and Lewis for 
the burglary of Rev. A. C. H errick’s resi­ 
dence a week ago last Sunday night, con­ 
fessed to Chief Lee that he was an acces­ 
sory to the crime. H e said that while he 
did not take a part in the burglary, he 
helped dispose of 
the stolen property, 
knowing where they got it, and was as 
guilty as they were. 
H e stated that he 
and Lewis had been traveling together for 
some time, and met Reynolds at Port Costa. 
They there made uo their m inds to come 
to Saciam ento and rob H ale Bros.’ store. 
They made three attempts, but each tim e 
they found tbe watchman on guard, and 
finally gave it up. 
On the n ’ght they 
burglarized Mr. H errick's residence they 
watched him until he went to church and 
then carried out their plan. 
They had 
also watched bun as he went to church in 
the m orning. Sm ith told where he had 
sold most 
of the stolen property and 
went 
with 
officer 
Franks 
to 
point 
out the places. The articles had been 
disposed of in several different places. 
The earrings, coat and vest, field glasses, 
teapot and pitcher were all recovered and 
taken to the station house. 
Lewis said they 
threw the frock coat in a vacant lot, and 
the cross, opera glasses and the pictures out 
of the locket into tbe river. 
Reynolds was yesterday sentenced to 
State Prison for six years, and Lewis will 
this m orning plead guilty in the Superior 
Court. 
Last evening a session of the Police 
Court was held, and Sm ith was held to 
answer to the charge of being accessory to 
the crime of burglary, and will this raoin- 
ing plead guilty in the Superior Court and 
receive his sentence w ith Lewis. 
Officer Franks worked up the case with a 
great deal of skill and judgm ent. W hen 
Reynolds first acknowledged that he com­ 
mitted the burglery, he declared positively 
that no one assisted him and that be never 
saw Lewis or Sm ith before, but the officer 
kept getting bits of evidence together nntii 
one after the other made a clean breast of 
it, and ail three are on tie road to State 
Prison and most of the property recovered. 


N ew E n g in e* C o in in g . 
General Superintendent Fillm ore was 
notified yesterday that the first consign­ 
m ent of consolidated engines ordered from 
the Schnectady works were on their way 
west. These engines are for use on the 
heavy grades of the Central Pacific and 
California and Oregon Railroads. 
They 
are of tbe heaviest type made, and have an 
imm ense hauling power. There are now 
two 12 wheel engines, sim ilar to those now 
arriving, in use on the Tehachapi Pass, 
where the grade is 116 feet to the mile.

S trong Test lniony T ending to Show C h arles 
Duffy’s Guilt. 
Iu the Police Court yesterday m orning 
the case of Charles Duffy, charged with 
grand larceny, was the first to receive at­ 
tention. 
H e was defended by E. C. H art, 
but that gentleman found that the evidence 
against his client had been worked up very 
carefully by the police. George O. Bates 
testified that he was engaged in steamboat- 
ing on the river. During the latter part of 
October be had several sacks of barley left 
on the wharf, and they disappeared. 
He 
missed twenty-five sacks, three of which 
were now in the jail-yard. 
H . A. Bell, engaged in business w ith Mr. 
Bates, identified the three sacks of barley 
as those brought down from Colusa on 
their boat. 
John Cole, a boy 16 years of age, who 
lately pleaaed guilty to assisting in stealing 
the barley, testified that he and Duffy went 
to the w harf and stole the three sacks of 
barley. 
Duffy put 
the barley on his 
shoulder, and he carried it across"the street 
and put it in Mrs. Columbo's yard. Duffy 
then went to Mrs. Columbo’s saloon, and 
she paid him $1 50, half of which he gave 
to witness. 
Mike Cain testified th at he saw Duffv and 
Cole cross the street 
with the parley, 
knocked the sack off the boy's shoulder, 
and told Duffy it was a sham e to bring a 
boy like that into such work. 
He advised 
them to take the grain back to the wharf. 
Jam es McCarthy testified that he saw 
Duffy put the grain on Cole’s shoulder. 
As there were two other witnesses for the 
prosecution who were not present, the case 
went over until this morning. 
Mrs. Columbo was exam ined on a ctarge 
of receiving stolen property, and also had 
E. C. H art for her counsel. 
The boy Jotin Cole testified substantially 
the same as he did in the Duffy case, claim ­ 
ing that he took the stolen barley to Mrs. 
Columbo’s place, and that Duffy got the 
money for it and divided it witn him . 
W heu the evidence of the prosecution was 
all in, Mr. H art moved that the defendant 
be discharged. 
He argued his motion at 
some length, holding that under Section 
1111 of the Penal Code no person could be 
convicted of a public offense on the uncor­ 
roborated testimony of an accomplice. His 
argum ent was unanswerable, and the Court 
discharged the defendant. 
One of the witnesses for tbe prosecution. 
Jack Courtney, tailed to put in an apnear- 
ancs. Chief Lee says that Courtney told 
him he saw Mrs. Columbo change the 
barley from the stolen sacks to other ones. 
An attachm ent was issued tor his arrest, 
and the Chief is determined to bring him 
into Court to show cause why he shouid 
not be punished for contempt of Court. 
George Fisher, 
charged with battery, 
had his case continued until the 26th. 
Joe Peters, for beating a woman named 
Nellie Elliott, off whom tie has been living, 
was sent to the County Jail for one hun­ 
dred days aud was gtven an extra ten days 
for disturbing the peace. 
The case of Annie btolz, charged with 
disturbing the peace, was dismissed for 
want of prosecution. 
The cases of A. and J. Cordano, accused 
of obstructing a sidewalk, were continued 
until Monday. 
John Denuis will be tried for battery to­ 
day.

The Executive Committee of the Repub­ 
lican State Central Committee was in ses­ 
sion yesterday afternoon at the headquar­ 
ters. There were but few of the members 
present. General Dimond presided. 
D ur­ 
ing the progress of the meeting Senator 
Stanford dropped in. 
He was followed by 
David McClure and ex-Senator A. P. W ill­ 
iams. Congressman Morrow, Hon. T. G. 
Phelps, Colonel W. H. Chamberlain, M. M. 
Estee and John T. Dare also drifted in 
during the course of the afternoon. The 
meeting was an informal one, and lasted 
for several hours. 
It was nearly 4 o’clock when the door of 
the rear room opened, and Senator Stan­ 
ford, arm-in-arm 
with Ü. B. Jackson, 
emerged. They were talking pleasantly 
together. 
“Jackson,” said the Senator, sm iling 
good-naturedly, “yon hold yonr age well. 
How far along are you ?” 
"Sixty-three, Senator.” 
“A h! is it possible? 
How tim e tlies

As they passed out together they were fol­ 
lowed by the other gnests of the com m it­ 
tee.

AN OUTSPOKEN CLAIMANT. 
W hile the conference was being held a 
num ber of aspirants for political recogni­ 
tion congregated in the anto-room.

Reichert, Surveyor-General. Said Reichert:

T H E CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 
In conversation with a Call reporter sub­ 
sequent to the meeting, General Dimond 
said : 
“ It was merely an informal confer­ 
ence between the State Central Committee 
and the Congressional delegation. Previ­ 
ous to the departure of the latter to W ash­ 
ington, we wished to impress them how- 
desirable it is to have our State represented 
in the Cabinet of President Harrison. No 
names, of course, were m entioned. That 
m atter we propose to leave to the President. 
“ We wished also to agree with our dele­ 
gation on the m anner in which the patron­ 
age should be distributed. We want every­ 
thing done to consolidate the party, and 
desire that the toes who have worked dur­ 
ing the campaign should not go unre­ 
warded.
